Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 14-15, 17, 19-21, 24-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

► Recorded Prior Art fails to disclose or suggest combination process steps of 
impurity introducing method as characteristics in base claim 14 comprising a step of 
radiating inactive He plasma to the surface of the semiconductor substrate after the 
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impurities is introduced i tine impurity introducing step, wlierein the inactive He plasma is 
irradiated while the semiconductor substrate is cooled. 

► Recorded Prior Art fails to disclose or suggest combination process steps of 
Impurity introducing method as characteristics in base claim 24 comprising a step of 
radiating inactive He plasma to the surface of the semiconductor substrate after the 
impurities is introduced i the impurity introducing step such that the impurity 
concentration at a depth position of 4nm is set to be 1/10 or more of the impurity 
concentration on the surface of the semiconductor substrate, wherein the inactive He 
plasma is irradiated while the semiconductor substrate is cooled. 

► Recorded Prior Art fails to disclose or suggest combination process steps of 
impurity introducing method as characteristics in base claim 26 comprising a step of 
radiating inactive He plasma to the surface of the semiconductor substrate after the 
impurities is introduced i the impurity introducing step, wherein the inactive He plasma 
knocks the impurity introduced in the surface, wherein the inactive He plasma is 
irradiated while the semiconductor substrate is cooled.
